SILVER ,CONVENTION. 


Elected and Resolutions 
" Adopted at Omaha. 

Omaha, Neb., June 21.—(Special.)—The free 
Silver democratic conference held here to- 
day was a tremendous success. in every 
particular. The attendance was very large, 
about 700 delegates being present. There 
were at least 1,000 other visiting democrats 
from the interior of the state. 

The Lancaster county delegation arrived 
at noon from Lincoln with William J. Bry- 
an at its head, and it was given a rousing 
reception. The exposition hall, in which the 
conference was held, was well filled at 2:30 
o'clock, when the conferente was called to 
order. Back of the president's chair on the 
wall hung the American flag with Bryan's 
portrait in the center, and Jefferson and 
Jackson at either side. There were no 
other portriats in the hall. 

Mr. J. E. Ong, the chairman of the invi- 
tation committee, called the convention to 
order and introduced C. J. Smyth, secretary 
of the committee, who read the call. Then 
Mr. Ong made an address in which he 
congratulated the democrats who signed the 
call on the great response with which this 
call had been mot. He said they came there 
as true, loyal democrats, and as such they 
would remain as lang as the democratic 
party was the party of the people. He de- 
clared that the two greatest burdens of the 
party were the protective tariff and the de- 
monetization of silver and he hardly knew 
which was the worse. The next democratic 
presidential *nomines must be a _ western 
man with western ideas. The two great 
democratic leaders of congress are Daniel, 
of Virginia, and Bryan, of Nebraska. At 
Bryan’s name the delegates arose to their 
feet and cheered. The recent acrobatic acts 
of such republicans as Reed and John M. 
Thurston on silver should not confuse the 
people. “Our purpose here today is to start 
a movement which shall control the next 
state convention in favor of free silver and 
no power of federal patronage or corporate 
scheming can prevent that result.” 

This speech was frequently interrupted by 
applause. At its completion the committee on 
temporary chairman reported in favor of 
Alfred Hazlett, of Beatrice, and he was 
elected. His speech was brief and compared 
with effect the passage of the corn laws by 
John Bright and Cobden with the proposed 
free silver legislation in liftimg the burdens 
off the poor. 

At the end of his speech Hon. W. J. 
Bryan entered the hall and was greeted 
with a torrent of applause and enthusiasm. 
A speech was called for, but he declined 
because he would occupy the evening. The 
secretary then rezd a letter from Governor 
W. J. Stone, of Missouri. After the reading 
of this letter W. H. ‘thompson, of Grand 
Island, and J. W. C. Abbott, of Fremont, 
were made permanent chairman and sec- 
retary. Mr. Thompson was a candidate for 
congress in 1890. He read this telegram: 

*“‘Texarkana, Tex., June 21.—The Lone Star 
State greets the free silver convention and 
their next senator, W. J. Bryan.  Six- 
teen to one. 

“EUGENE W. HARRINGTON.” 

Mr. Thompsen’s speech was short, but 
was received with enthusiasm. He gave a 
fine tribute to the late Thomas H. Hen- 
dricks, and said he thought all the protec- 
tionists had left the democratic party until 
he saw some of them in the senate. Then 
came an address by R. H. Batty. of Has- 
tings, who was last year against silver, but 
who is now firm in the faith. He said he 
had been converted by reading Gladstone's 
statement that Engiand as a creditor na- 
tion would always stand for a gold stand- 
ard. Other speeches followed. 

Mr. Holden, of Buffalo county, a young 
man, created wild enthusiasm dy his scath- 
ing arraignment of Wall street and its 
methods. Judge Robinson, of Madison, the 
law partner of Senator Allen, and who suc- 
ceeded the senator on the bench, made a 
speech which was greeted with great eheer- 
ing. Another such speech was delivered by 
D. C. Casper, of David City. Dr. Abbott, 
of Fremont, and Isaac Hascall, of Omaha, 
both populists, made speeches of encourage- 
ment and sympathy. In al! these speechés 
neither Mr. Cleveland nor Secretary Morton 
was abused. The temper of the addresses 
was admirable. A resolution was passed 
asking the state central committee to call 
the convention not later than August 10th. 
A. state free coinage democratic league 
was organized with J. E. Ong, president: 
EF. J. Morgan, secretary; J. A. Linkhart, 
treasurer, and a vice president from each 
county. Then the convention adjourned un- 


til the evening. 
The resolution committee report was adcrt- 


ed as follows: : 

“We send greetings to our fellow demo- 
crats of Nebraska, and invite their earnest 
co-operation in electing delegates from every 
county in this state to the democratic state 
convention of 1894, pledged to vote for the 
insertion in the democratic platform of the 
following plank: ‘We favor the immediate 
restoration of the free and unlimited coin- 
age of gold and silver at the present ratio 
of 16 to 1, without waiting for the aid or 
corsent of any other nation on earth.’ ”’ 

‘In the effort to obtain a fair expression 
of democratic sentiment, we urge upon 
every democrat who believes in the principle 
here enunciated to participate actively and 
vigorously in the selection of delegates to 
the state convention. We recommend that 
in every county of the state the democrats 
who oppose the proposed plank, be invited 
to a thorough discussion of its merits, to the 
end that the democratic party may act in- 
telligently and harmoniously upon this great 
question, We propose to them that this 
contest shall be fougitt out upon new lines 
and intelligent methods; but confident in the 
correctness of our position, we also propose 
that. the fight shall be vigorous and that 
no effort shall be spared to place in the 
platform of the democratic party the same 
emphasis, the same unalterable utterance 
concerning the great question of finance as 
has been lastingly imprinted upon our par- 
ty platform concerning the great question 
of tariff reform.” 

Then the convention adjourned.

KILLING OF JERRERS.’ 


Bowman Goes on the Stand and Tells of 
the Shooting 


SAYS JEFFERS HAD A PISTOL, 


The Defendant Explains That He 
Was Apologizing tothe Father. 


HUNTING A POLICEMAN IN A BAR, 


ASaloon Was Thought to Be the Most 
Certain Place to Find an Officer, 
Tbe Brother Corroborates, 


Birmingham, Ala., June 21.—(Special.)— 
Today was the most interesting in the pre- 


. liminary hearing of Peyton G. Bowman 


and his brother, John Bowman, charged 
with the murder of young Eugene Jeffers, 
inasmuch as Peyton G. Bowman himself 
made a statement. 

The story of the killing, as given by the 
press the day after it occurred, was fully 
corroporated yesterday and the day before 
by witnesses which the state put on the 
stand. 

Four witnesses, outside of Mr. Bowman, 
were examined this morning, among them 
being Dr. B. G. Copelana, who testified as 
to making a superficial exa§nination of the 
wound that caused young Jeffers’s death. 
He stated that from the examination cf 
the wound he believed the young man was 
Standing erect when shot and was not in 
a reclining position. 

E. M. Lutterfield, who manages the bil- 
liard room immediately in the rear cf the 


‘saloon where the tragedy occurred, swcre 


that he saw the shooting. Young Jeffers 
pulled out a pistol and flashed it in Pow- 
man’s face, when the latter hastily drew 
his, and wheeling around, fired almost in- 
stantly at the boy. 

Bowman’s Statement. 

When Bowman took tne pbiand every- 
body in the courtroom pecame quiet. The 
only young lady who was in the room, 
seated in the rear, peered forward and 
watched the derendant as he began to re- 
cite his side of the story. 

“I was in the Florence notel saloon with 
a few friends drinking,’ began the wit- 
ness, “when, in a jocular manner, I re- 
marked to the barkeeper that there ought 
to be two parts to the saloon, one for the 
whites and the other for the colored, at 
the same time pointing towards Tom Jef- 
fers. Jeffers turned towards ine and re- 
marked: ‘I would rather drink with ne- 
groes than with Baker, your cormer law 
partner, who was a deserter from the con- 
federate army.’ I then said: ‘Whoever 
says Baker was a deserter from the con- 
federate army is a G—d d—n liar.’ Jeffers 
replied that he could prove it, and I stepped 
up to him and struck him twice with my 
fist in his face,. knocking nim down. After 
getting up Jeffers said: ‘I’ll see you later 
about this,’ and left the place. .’rank kd- 
wards then told me Il was wrong and ought 
to apologize to Uncle Tom Jefters, and 1 
finally agreed to do so.’ 

Locking for a Policeman. 

In ‘substance Bowman continued: “Ed- 
wards told me to g0 up in the Kolbite 
headquarters and wait until he (Edwards) 
could find Jeffers. I went up to the h2ad- 
quarters, which are next door to the i*ior- 
ence, and waited. Presently a policeman 
and a mob of boys came vp and began 
talking to the pruprietress or the house, 
saying that there was considerable talk 
about lynching me for knocking Tom _ Jef- 
fers down. Jresenly niv brother came in 
and asked me about the case, and 1 told 
him. lie then suggested that we go find 
the policeman and make bond. Picking up 
a pistol, I placed it in my hip pocket and 
started down stairs. At the suggestion of 
my brother, I went into the saloon to find 
the policeinan, if possible. In the saloon 
was Tom Jeffers. 1 walked up to him and 
said: ‘Uncle Tom, why cant we 0.be 
friends?’ At the same time 1 heard some 
shu:fling of feet behind me, and turning 
saw a young man flashing a pistol at me. 
Wheeling, 1 hastily drew my pistol and 
fired. Just as i tired on the yuunyg inanelny 
brother threw up his hand aiter the young 
man’s weapon. Deputy Sheriff A. R. Mor- 
row came in and placed ine under arrest. 
I went into the saloon to hunt the police- 
man. I did not know Jeffers’ was in there, 
and did not see young Jefiers at al! until 1 
shot him. When I discovered %tm Jet- 
fers in there | walked right up te thim for 
the purpose of apologizing. L huve never 
made the statement that the valy thing 1 
regretted was that the killing broke up a 
trip to New York. The pistol was self- 
acting, 38-caliber, blue barreled. ‘che one 
picked up by n¥® brother, which young Jet- 
fers had, was a bright, nickle-plated pis- 
toi.’’ 

Corroborates His Brother. 

This afternoon John Bowman took the 
stand and corroborated what his brother 
swore at the morning session. tie said that 
when he followed Peyton into the saloon 
he saw young Jeffers pointing a pistol at 
him and made a grab tor it. He said he 
did not get the pistol until the boy fell 
after being shot. He denied having hold 
of the boy. There was no understanding 
between Peyton and himself to kill any- 
body. 

The defense closed and the state called 
J. E. Nevins in rebuttal, who swore that 
the Bowmans came from the Kolbite head- 


quarters saying they wanted io find Jeffers: 


and shoot him. Peyton Powman, in re- 
buttal, swore that Nevins was not at the 
foot of the stairs when they come down. 
Justice Benners a'nd the attorneys on both 
sides then visited the scene of the tragedy. 


GEORGE RANSOM TESTIFIES

Washington, June 21.—The senate sugar 
investigating committee held a brief ses- 
sion this afternoon and examined George 
Ransom, son of Senator Ransom, of North 
Carolina, and Arthur Barnes, Senator Ran- 
som’s messenger. Their evidence was en- 
tirely corroborative of that of Senator Ran- 
som. Young Ransom told how he had 
speculated at the office of Silsby & Co., 
and he invested $25 in cotton and $10 in 
Sugar on his own account, and that after- 
wards he made five different purchases 
at $20 each with Barnes. When asked if 
his father knew anything about it, young 
Ransom replied in the negative and added, 
“In fact, he was the last person I would 
want to Know it; I kept it from him.” 
Barnes agreed with young Ransom, and 
said that he, also, tried to keep the sena- 
tor from knowing anything about it. 

Durmg the afternoon, the me%hbers of 
the committee took up the cases of the 
recalcitrant witnesses, for the purpose of 
having the witnesses certified to the grand 
jury as soon as possible 

The grand jury again adjourned without 
announcing the indictment of the news- 
paper men, Schriver and Edwards.

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TILLMAN HITS BACK. 


He Talks Fiercely and Gets the Crowd

CALLS GENERAL BUTLER A COXBYITE. 


Ohe Man Climbs Upon the Stage 
and Starts a Row. 


THE TILLMANITES CRY “KILL HIM!” 


ernor That Mrs. McBee’s Name Must 
Not Be Dragged Into This Canvass. 


Lancaster, S. C., June 21.—(Special.)—Gov- 
ernor Tillman had his whack at General 
Butler at the campaign meeting here today 
in reply to the general's stinging remarks 
yesterday at Chester. While the governor 
said nothing to General Butler that was 
calculated to bring on a personal dilliculty, 
he said some very spicy and interesting 
things and met the charges that had been 
brought against him. Of the seven tnou- 
sand:*or so people present, he clearly had 
about two-thirds in sympathy with him, and 
when he took the hand primary, the Till- 
manites were as thick, as negroes at a 
campmeeting. 

The Butler men would not participate in 
the holding up ef hands, so that their 
strength cannot be precisely told, 

The governor made one or two ugly refer- 
ences to General Butler, explained the ap- 
parent shortage in the dispensary accounts 
and apologized to ‘“‘Bunch’’ McBee. Several 
times things got squally and danger was 
imminent. The ladies rushed away and it 
was thought that trouble was a dead sure 
thing. 

General Butler was the first speaker. He 
said he did not like to indulge in the strong 
language that he had used yestedray con- 
cerning the governor, but tnat it had been 
made necessary by the governor’s aspersion 
on his character. His ambition had long 
ago been satisfied, and he did not care for 
the mere honor of occupying a seat in the 
United States senate. He said that Tillman 
had called on two of his lieutenants to aid 
in attacking him. He had enlisted Dr. 
Strait and he bad said to Evans: ‘‘Help me, 
Cassius, or I sink.’’ 

Referring to a rumor that he was an in- 
fidel, General Butler said that he was rear- 
ed by a Christian mother and had been mar- 
ried for twenty-six years to a Christian 
weman. He recognized as solemnly as any 
minister of the gospel the supreme power of 
a great and good God. He charged Tillman 
wich having, as governor, paid out more 
forjlawyers’ fees than all other governors 
of the state combined, and he scored him for 
forcing litigation with the railroads instead 
of trying to prevent it. 

Roastiag an Auditor. 

Governor Tiliman made a iengthy speech 
and had plenty of applause. He declared 
that Butier had heaped every imaginable in- 
dignity upon him at Chester and that the 
charges were biacker and fouler than had 
been made against any man. 

“And you took ’em,’’ shouted out a man 
in the audience. 

“I did,’’ said the governor, “and I will 
tell you why, you cowardly hound, and I 
will meet you wherever you want to. Il 
took them because 1 em governor of South 
Carolina, and I cannot afford to create a 
riot on the public platform,” 

The man looked daggers at the governor 
and said he would not allow anybody to 
speak to him that way. A number of men 
caught hold of him and things began to 
look threatening and the ladies rushed out. 
The governor called them back, sgying that 
nobdy would be hurt, and that “the few 
little puppies barking around here can have 
their tails and necks both cut off if they 
want to.”’ 

Continuing the governor said that Butler 
simply made a pretense to abuse him yes- 
terday, as he had simply said that there 
Was a corruption fund somewhere, and that 
somebody had the disbursing of it. He 
had not said that Butler had one. If the 
railroads did not do it, the superintendent, 
who was present could say so. If Butler 
had felt aggrieved, as an old neighbor, he 
could have asked him whether he meant to 
say that he was_.responsible for it. “This 
is the way he should have done if he was a 
gentleman. But he did not do so. He was 
glad of a chance to play bulldozer and to 
say things by innuendo which he knows the 
men of Edgefieid don’t take. If an insult 
is offered in Edgefield there is a fight or a 
tuneral.’? 

Pats the Laugh on His Opponent. 

The governo said he intenucu to tell 
about the new Carolina Coxeyites at every 
meeting and keep it on Butlers back as a 
mustard plaster until it was explained. 
“henceforth,” said he, “I shall denom- 
inate him Coxey Butler. (Laughter and ap- 
plause for Tillman.) Butler had disgraced 
himself by accusing the governor of the 
state of being a bully, braggart, coward and 
thief. He had not made these 
charges directly. He had done it 
by innuendo. When he opened his 
mouth and put out his tongue 
to see if it was bitter, it only stank from 
the foul words. He could afford to diseuss 
records, both public and private, with But- 
ler, but he would not speak of all the things 
notoriously current about Butler's private 
affairs, because he did not fight that way. 
Said he: “I believe him honest notwith- 
staning the Chadwick lottery in Charlies }n 
in 1374. We forgave him for that mistake, 
though we lost money by it, and he is sup- 
posed to have made a great deal by it. 
I defy him, the world, the flesh and the 
devil to bring anything against my private 
record. 
his insults was a fair sample of ihe men 
collected on the stand at Chester to bully 
me.”’ , 

Great Commotion. ; 

At these words Mr. John Dunnovant, of 
Chester, crawled up on the stage from the 
rear, and leaning over the railing told the 
governor he wanted to ask him a question. 
The chairman and several marshals called 
on him to get down before he could ask his 
question. Dunnovant insisted on putting 
his question, but friends and foes gathered 
around him and prevented it. People began 
to run to the rear of the stage. Dunno- 
vant declared that if Tillman told him to 
go he would not move. «The governor re- 
plied that-he did not know who the man 
was, but that if there was any law in Lan- 
caster he ought to be taken to jail. : 

The Tillmanites clustered around Dunno- 
vant and shouted “kill him!’ 

Serious trouble was now imminent. Dun-

They 
have talked so much about killing me that 
I think that I am going to live as long as 
the Lord intends me to. Colonel McBee 
is here, and I will repeat what I said about 
his wife at Yorkville. I simply said that 
some newspaper had said that his wife ought 
to leave him because he had allowed me 
to sleep in his room in his private car while 
going to Washington when President Cleve- 
land was inaugurated.” Turning to Colonel 
McBee, he stated that he had made this 
remark in perfect good humor, and inquired 
if he censidered it insulting. 

Colonel McBee Warns Him. 

Colonel McBee arose and said: “This is a 
political campaign in which I have no in- 
terest. I have not attended these meet- 
ings and do not expect to attend them, ex- 
cept where I may have some business, and,

Governor Tillman then said: “Afl right. Tf 
Colonel McBee considers I have used her 
name unwarrantably, I will apologize for it. 

He went on to say something about Gen- 
eral Butler having made reference to his 
wife, and General Butier immediately re- 

ied: “I apologize for that.” 

— Mf Prange took up General But- 
ler’s statement as to his shortage of $19,000 
shown in the state dispensary report. He 
declared that the mountain had labored 
and had not even brought forth a mouse. 
On the very opposite page of the report, 
from which General Butler read, it will be 
seen that this $19,000 was an omission of the 
printer and was inserted afterward. The 
report was made up by Commissioner Trax- 
ler, and he never saw it until it was sent 
to him, yet General Butler accused him of 
stealing public money. (Applause for Till- 
man.) The next time Butler made any 
charges against him he had better see if 
his reck was not a lump of cotton before 
he pitched it. The governor said the sec- 
ond section of the dispensary act gave him 


‘the authority to use more than the $50,000 


appropriated for starting the dispensary. 
Under that section, the money from the 
county dispensaries was turned over to the 
state treasurer, to be drawn by the dis- 
pensary commissioner when necessary. 
Holding up the law, Governor Tillman ask- 
ed General Butler if he, as a lawyer, de- 
nied his authority to use this money. Gen- 
eral Butler replied that he would read the 
seetion and answer it tomorrow. The speak- 
ing will be at Camden temorrow.

Taking 
a general logk over the sitpation the pros- 
pect for the solid, substantial development 
of the south was never more promising.

The Immigration Congress in New York 
Is Well Attended. 


SECRETARY HOKE SMITH SPEAKS. 


Advertising Agents Figure Prominently 
in the Conrention and Seem to bs 
Running It—-W hat Was Dono. 


New York, June 21.—About 200 gentlemen 
who are interested in the commercial pros- 
perity of the south and who wish to at- 
tract the attention of northern capitalists 
to the advantages it offers for investment, 
had a conference at the Fifth Avenue hotel 
this morning. The meeting was the contin- 
uance of one of a similar kind heid at Au- 
gusta, three weeks ago, and with the re- 
sult of which Senator Walsh, of Georgia, 
Colonel D. B. Dyer and R. H, Edmonds, 
of Baltimore, the prime movers in the enter- 
prise, were not entirely satisfied. All the 
varied business interests of the south sent 
representatives to the conference. Senator 
Walsh did not-appear, being detained at 
Washington by the possibility of a vote in 
the senate today on the income tax pro- 
vision of the tariff bill. 

Some of those who were present at the 
conference today were W. F. beaseley, 
Oxford, S. C., manufacturer; T. H. Catlin, 
Tarboro, N. C., merchant; ex-Congressman 
Flemphill, of South Carolina; J, J. Spald- 
ing, attorney of the Cotton States and In- 
ternational exposition; William H. Zinn, 
Anniston, Ala., manufacturer; Augustus 
Wright, W. E. Dibbel and Paschal Davie, 
manufacturers, of Petersburg, V2,; Thomas 
A. Millen, Roanoke; J. L. Chalifoux, LBir- 
mingham, Ala., merchant; Brown and Ward, 
Nashville, hotel; Judge Charles 5S. Fenner, 
lawyer, New Orleans; Harry Allen, secretary 
of the Young Men's Business League; 
George H. Vennard, New Orleans; Dawson 
McCormack, Norfoik Va.; R. C. Marshall 
and Alexander E, Warner, Portsmouth, Va.; 
Charles L. Todd and hienry W. Wood, 
Richmond, Va., and many others. 

The meeting organized with the appoint- 
ment of Captain Hugh R. Garden, a south- 
erner, but a resident of New York for twen- 
ty-five years, as chairman, and the selection 
of C. J. Bayne, of The Augusta Chronicle, 
as secretary. 

A committee, consisting of R. H. Edmonds, 
Stuyvesant Fish, and George 8. Sullivan, 
Was named to wait on Secretary Hoke 
Smith, who is stopping at the hotel, and 
escort him fo the meeting. 

In the midst of a discussion over a reso- 
lution offered by Mr. Fred B. Gordon, cf 
Coiumbu-, Ga., for the appuvintment of a 
committee on plan and scope, secretary 
Hoke Smith entered the room. He was giv- 
en an ovation, and was escorted to a seat 
beside the chairman. It was finally aecided 
to appoint a plan and scope conimittee, 
consisting of eight members froin. New 
York and seven from the eleven southern 
states sending delegates to the convention. 

Chairman Garden appointed the following 
gentlemen: Hugh Rh. Garden, ex-officio; H. 
B. Claflin, Stuyvesant Fish, Theodore ['re- 
linghuysen, William L. Strong, Walter 
Stanton, Samuel L. Jarvis, of New York, 
and D. B. Dyer,. of Geor W. H. Hd- 
monds, of Maryland; John J. Hemphill, of 
South Carolina; Dr. D, M. Cadwell, cf Ala- 
bama; Hamilton Disston, of Florida; Judge 
Charlies E. Fenner, of Louisiana, and bur- 
ton’ Meyers, of Virginia. 

Secretary Hoke Smith madevwan adtress, 
which was received with much enthusiasm, 
and was punctuated. with applause. He 
gaid: 

“l have not sufficient knowledge of 
purpose of this gathering to } to 
cuss it thoroughly. 1 believe that the south 
will at no late day be one of 
the richest portions of this union. 
Today there are no disturbing 
‘influences in the south; there is no 
race problem, but the white man and ihe 
colored laborer are living side by side. 

He raised a laugh when he referred to 
the senator from Georgia's remark in the 
Senate that the south could not furnish an 
industrial army to march on Washington 
for the reason that all the men hal all the 
work they were able to do. In conclusion 
he said: ‘‘We do not want any speculators. 
What we want is substantial invesiments, 
backed up by persistent industry.’’ Secre- 
tary pmith was oifered a unanimous vot eof 
thanks for his interesting remarks, and 
gshortiy after left the hotel. 

Letters of regret, expressing the great- 
est interest in the work of thie conve nticn, 
were receivd and read from Secretary of 
the Navy H. A, Herbert, Governor Northen, 
of Georgia; Senators Walsh, W. J. Mo gan, 
S. M. Felton, S. A. Pierce and A. B. An- 
drews, ° 

Two plans for the convention as a basis 
for its work were submitted to the comniit- 
tee on plan and scope. They were oftered 
by Messrs. R. Wayne Wilson, of New York, 
and R. H. Williams. Reszslulicns were 
adopted endorsing the plan for a permanent 
exposition in Washington, where the several 
States and territories can e»hibit ther pro- 
ducts, the exposition to be under the charge 
of the secretaries of agriculture and in- 
terior anithe postmaster general, and aise 
the Baltimore centennial exposition and 
the exposition to be held in Atlanta, both 
to take place mext year. 

Db, Gordon wsa added to the plan and 
scope committee. Among the pro®ninent 
New Yorkers present at the convention were 
John TT.

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HILL ON INCOME TAX. 


The New York Senator Makes a Speech on 
a the Tariff, 
yashington, June 21.—In 
half-hour the senate passed Sear to ae 
fine the boundaries of the three. judicia) 
districts in Alabama and regulate the juris- 
iction of United States courts therein 
At 10:30 o'clock the tariff bill was taken 
up, the pending question being on the in- 
come tax sections, and Mr. Hill addressed 
the senate in opposition to the tax. He 
reaag his speech from typewritten sheets 
very Slowly and in a somewhat solemn tone 
and manner. Close attention was given to 
the speech on the democratic side of the 
chamber, particularly by the two New Jer- 
sey senators, Messrs. Me "herson and 
Smith; while republican senators, with very 
few exceptions, seemed to take little or no 
interest in it. Among Mr. Hill’s most at- 
tentive listeners on the floor of the senate 
Were the three populist Senators, Messrs 
Kyle and Peffer. The galleries con- 
aan a large audience, ;

States, but because of the peculiar nature 
of the burdén as well as the vast and varied 
interests which it tnjuriously affects.” 

He alluded to his previous speech at the 
opening of the debate, “a time,’’ said the 
senator, ‘‘whereof the memory of man run- 
neth not to the contrary,’’ when he opposed 
the pending measure, and he also referred 
to the speech on the same side made by the 
junior senator from New Jersey, Mr. Smith. 
The arguments then advanced had been 
evaded, but not refuted 

Discussing the proposition from the stand- 
point of expediency alone, he declared that 
there was enough of honest difference in 
the party relating to the detaltls of the tar- 
iff bill without arousing further contention 
by this, at least an experimental scheme of 
taxation. It would have been wise states- 
manship to have avoided this unng*essary 
issue. ‘‘Prudence dictates,’’ he said, ‘‘that 
this congress should not attempt to formu- 
late new democratic doctrines to which we 
have never been committed, but rather car- 
ry out the pledges we have already made.”’ 
He believed it was the solemn duty ofa po- 
litical party to redeem .i..e promises upon 
which it obtained power, and on this point 
he referred to the president nominating, 
and the senate confirming officials for the 
territories and the District of Columbia 
who were non-residents thereof, in viola- 
tion of’the principies of home rule and an 
explicit provision of the Chicago platform. 

He referred to thea refusal of the hcuse of 
representatives to repeal the fedral tax upon 
Stat bank circulations, such repeal having 
been expressly favored in the national plat- 
form, while the same house went out of its 
way to inject a populistic income tax in the 
democratic. tariff bill ‘‘and,”’ he. said, ‘“‘the 
senate is now asked to ratify a portion of 
said inconsistent action.’’ 

‘For one,” said he, “I protest against the 
repudiation of the promises of the demo- 
cratic party, in order to adopt and carry 
out the promises of the populist party.’ 

The income tax was a war tax. It had 
never been approved by a vote of the people 
and there was no general emergency calling 
for its adoption. 

“It is unfair,’’ he asserted, ‘‘to those who 
might desire to support the. main features 
of the appropriation or tariff measure, to be 

obliged to accept the questionable provision, 
Which is foreign to the principal subject 
matter of the bill itself, or else record them- 
Selves in opposition to the whole bill. If 
the democratic congress 1s to be permitted 
to repudiate all well-established democratic 
principles, and to enunciate new ones 
without the sanction of a national conven- 
tion, and to compel their support as a test 
of party feally, Wwe may next expect to hear 
of the adoption in the tariff or appropriation 
bill, kienry George's single tax theory, or 
a provision, abolishing all custom houses 
and resorting to federal taxation, instead 
of a tariff for revenue, or providing for 
the assumption by the government of control 
and management of all telegraphs, rail- 
roads and banks of the country, or the 
adoption of any other wild and visionary 
scheme of socialism, paternalism, or popu- 
lism, which the majority may gee fit to 
sanction,” 

lt took him just two hours and three- 
quarters to read his speech, closing at i:20 
o'clock, 

It was well understood, he said, in con- 
clusion, that senators intended to vote on 
the income tax section, not according to 
Lieir Hut according to the de- 
cree Of a party caucus. He trusted that 
Such a humiliating spectacle would not be 
Witnessed. it was even boasted by some, 
he said, that the income tax was the best 
feature of the tariff bill. If that were ao, 
then he would say, in the emphatic lang- 
uage of the senator from New Jersey (ir. 

Smith), “God hélp the democratic party.” 
The true statement of the case was -that 
populistic votes were preferred to demo- 
cratic votes. He felt little personal inter- 
est in the result. He was getting used to 
defeat in this senate and defeat was a mat- 
ter of supreme indifference to him. But he 
would be false to his country, false to his 
party and false to himself if he did not 
raise his warning voice and announce to his 
fellow-democrats and to the country at 
large his conscientious and mature convic- 
tion on this important subject in such a 
great crisis of the country’s and the party's 
history. 

Mr. Higgins, republican, of Delaware, fol- 
lowed with a speech against the income tax 
section. 

Another installment of the Allen-Chandler 
quarrel was here injected into the debate. 
Each of these gentlemen grows daily more 
bitter towards the other, on the floor of the 
senate at least, and both passed tne lie ana 
“you're no gentleman’ in parliamentary 
forms. 

An argument against the income tax by 
Mr. Hoar followed. 

At the close of Mr. Hoar’s femarks, an 
amendment was offered by Mr. Aidrich to 
change the limit for the existence of the in- 
come tax from January 1, 1900 to 18Y8.

After some colloguy the committee 
amendment was amended by making it 
read ‘‘by every citizen of the United States, 
whether residing at home or abroad, and 
every person residing therein.” 

Mr. Peffer, populist, of Kansas, offered 
his amendment for a graduated income tax.

A parliamentary controversy was started

Ida Dent Wright and Her Mother in 
a Little Trouble,

THEIR BILL HAD NOT BEEN SETTLED 


And the Hoffman House Proprietors Re- 
fused to Allow Their Baggage to be 
Removed from the House. 


From The New York Herald. 

The exodus from the Hoffman house last 
week, when Proprietor Stokes announced 
that the hotel would be closed during the 
summer for rebuilding, left two guests still 
occupants of their rooms when all the other 
guests had gone. They were Mrs. Marion 
Robinson Wright and her daughter, Miss 
Ida Dent Wright, who, until recently, was 
engaged to be married to Vice President 
Antonio Ezeta, of Saivador, now a refugee 
on an American man-of-war. 

Mrs. and Miss Wright remained in the ho- 
tel because they could not conveniently 
leave, owing to the fact that Deputy Sher- 
iff McGinnis had full charge of their bag- 
gage, consisting of eight large trunks. 

The deputy sheriff had taken charge of 
the trunks under a writ of attachement on 
June 12th. to satisfy a judgment amounting 
to $2,924, obtained by the Artiste Publishing 
Company, of No. 7 Waren street, against 
Mrs. Wright. for publishing two books \rit- 
ten by her, one on ‘‘Mexico’’ and the other 
on “Salvador.” Mrs. and Miss Wright re- 
mained at the hotel until Saturday evening, 
when the attachment on the trunks was 
vacated and they were able to leave. 

Miss Wright had appeared before a sher- 
iff's jury on Friday afternoon and swore 
that five of the eight trunks belonged to her 
and contained her wedding trousseau, and 
that the deputy sheriff was not authorized 
to take possession of her property to satisly 
a judgment secured against her movher. 

Mrs. Wright wrote a book descriptive of 
Salvador eighteen months ago and arranged 
with'the Artiste Publishing Company, 
through its president, Mr. Williamson, for 
the publication of the work. She told Pres- 
ident Williamson, it is said, that the Sal- 
vadorean government would pay for the 
publication cf the work, and later arranged 
for a similar work on Mexico. 

She gave Mr. Williamson an order on 
the Salvadorean consul for $2,000, but the 
consul asserted that he had- no funds and 
repudiated the draft. 

Then Mrs. Wright gave her notes for the 
amount ef the bill, which was close to 
$3,000. These notes were discounted by the 
publishing company, and when they fell due 
were not paid, and the company had to take 
them up. 

Mrs. and Miss Wrigltt sailed for Evrope in 
the meantime to purchase the wedding 
trousseau, and it was announced that the 
marriage would take place early in October, 
1893. This month passed as did several oth- 
ers, and the notes were not paid. 

Recognized a Trunk, 

Mr. Williams was walking through the 
corridor of the Hoffman house one evenirg 
recently when he saw a truyk which he 
recognized us belonging to Mrs. Wright. He 
obtained a judgment against her the next 
morning, and the deputy sheriff was sent 
to seize her possessions. it is said the 
trunks contained costumes, court dresses 
and diamonds and jewelry valued at many 
thousand dollars. 

President Wilfamson said to me vesteraay: 
“l «thought by attaching the trunks lI 
would wet a settlement of my bill, but when 
Miss Wright claimed five of them and left 
me only three, and [I learned I would have 
to file a bond of $14,000 to have the attach- 
ment on the remaining three stand, | con- 
cluded it was not worth while to do it, and 
so let the attachement be vacated.” 

Mr. Wifliamson said Mrs. Wright had as- 
sured him that Vice President Iizeta. had 
31,000,000 with him when he fled from Salya- 
dor, and that his brother had a Hke amcunt, 

At the hotel it was. safd Mrs. Wright and 
her daughter left no address when they 
went awnry. 

The women had come from Washington, 
D. C., only a short tinre before, fter a visit 
of two weeks in that city. Miss Wright had 
been there for the purpose of pleading with 
President Cleveland to release Antonio Eze= 
ta, who was detained on an Americin mun- 
of-war as a refugee from Salvador, he hav- 
ing fled from that country after the success 
of the revolutionists. 

But her efforts were unavailing, and she 
returned to this city, havine in view, it is 
enid, an expedition to take Ezeta from the 
man-of-war by bodily force. 


JEFFERIES'S REQUEST 


Granted, and He Surrenders to the 
Salvadorians. 

Washington, June 21.—Secretary Herbert 
has received a cablegram from Command- 
er Thomas, of the Bennington, announcing 
that one of the refugees on his vessel, hav- 
ing complied with the requirements of the 
navy. department, had landed at La Lib- 
ertad. Tite man who has thus given him- 
self up to the tender mercies of the victori- 
ous revolutionists is a native of the United 
States, named Jefferies, who served as an 
aid with the title of general tu Ezeta in 
the recently terminated conflict in Salvador. 
It appears that he had received assurances 
from the new government that he would 
not be molested if he came ashore, and 
he requested permission from Commander 
Thomas to leave the ship. On Monday the 
commander cabled the request to Secretary 
Herbert, and after the matter had been 
given full consideration by the proper offi- 
cials here, on Tuesday last a cablegram 
was sent to Commander Thoms authoriz- 
ing him to release Jefferies “‘upon his writ- 
ten request.”’ Jefferies is gaid to be a reck- 
less fellow, with a very large following of 
friends in Salvador and it would not be 
surprising to officials here if he became 
quite ag prominent in the new government 
as he’ was in the old one. It is thought that 
the revolutionists would summarily dispose 
of General Ezeta if he surrendered, but 
that no harm would happen to any of the 
other refugees. The United States wil, 
however, run no risk in the matter, and 
none of them will be permitted to leave the 
Bennington, except on their written re- 
quests, thus releasing this government of 
all responsibility in their affairs. This has 
long been the settled policy of the United 
States, and there will be no deviation from 
it. 


SUING FOR LIQUOR SEIZED. 


A Saloon Keeper Wants to Recover 
for a Rarrel Which He Lost. 
Columbia, S. C., June 21.—(Special.)—An- 
other lawsuit or series of suits has sprung 
out of the defunct dispensary scheme. ‘To- 
day William E. Byrd, an ex-saloon keeper 
of this city, commenced a claim end de- 
livery proceedings in Trial Justice Stack’s 
court against the Keeper of the stuce dis- 
pensary, Traxler, for a barrel of whisky 
seized and confiscated by dispensary cun- 
stables a few days before the law was de- 
clared unconstitutional. The suit is against 
Traxler as an individual, the liquor, accora- 
ing to the provisions of the law, having 
been placed by the constables in his cus- 
tody. If the suit is successful it will be 
followed by numerous others and every 
man whose stuff was interf2red with by 
constables during the nine months of the 
dispensary regime will sue ‘Traxler. It is 
probable that Attorney vseneral Suchanan 
will defend the cases for Traxler and take 
the position that a prohibition statute at 
least forbidding the importation of whisky 
was operative during the dispensary period, 
and that, therefore, the confiscation was 

justifiable. 

The state is to be ‘nvolved in still an- 
other lawsuit to test the validity of the 
Blue Ridge railroad bonds, the holders of 
which have been pegging away to get them 
before the courts for years. Ihe bonds 
were issued during radicil rule for the 
buildirg of a railroad, which was rever 
completed. They were not formaliy repu- 
diated nor have they ever been recognized. 
This suit is to begin in Charleston, and f% 
is said that an entirely new line of legal 
procedure will be adopted. While the suit

Now he will be ar- 
rested and sent to the penitentiary.

Mexican Silwer Coins. 
From The Nashville American. 

It is @ great mistake to suppose that the 
drawing apart in this country and in Eu- 
rope of the value of gold and silver bullion 
has operated to lessen the ordinary pur- 
chasing power of Mexican silver coins in 
that country except in relation to its foreign 
trade, or has resulted in impairing the sub- 
stantial value of fixed Mexican incomes or 
standing credits. Thé Mexican dollar will 
today purchase in Mexico the same quanti- 
ty of domestic productions as ever, subject 
to the fluctuations which occur entirely 
independent of the gold question abroad. 
It is true that the purchasing power of 
the Mexican -silver dollar in this country 
and Europe has greatly decreased. This is 
the necessary result of the late hostile 
policy which the governments of those coun- 
tries have assumed ttowards the white 
metal, but this dollar at its home is ordina- 
rily totally unaffected. This fact furnishes 
a most potent illustration of the correct- 
ness of the theory that a single nation is 
amply capable of acting itself independent- 
ly of the outside world in the matter of reg- 
ulating its own currency to suit its own 
internal needs, interests and conveniences. 
Our sister republic is immeasurably weak in 
every point of view in comparison with our 
own country, which is in all substantial re- 
spects the greatest, most resourceful and 
most powerful in the world; and yet not- 
withstanding the proximity of the two our 
dishonoring the Mexican silver dollar down 
to its bullion value as compared with gold 
in this country, does not in the least dam- 
age the ordinary value of this dollar in 
Mexico, except as touching foreign trade. 
If Mexico can thus act independently of 
this and other nations upon the silver ques- 
tion, can we not with ease act upon the 
same subject independently of those coun- 
tries of the old world which are upon a 
single gold basis? 

e Denver Republican says editorially 
in a recent issue upon the subject of Mex!i- 
can finances: 

“The Galveston News of a recent date 
contains an editorial in which it says in 
reference to Mexicafi finances that in that 
country ‘enterprise should go ahead consid- 
ering that all fixed incomes and long-stand- 
ing debts payable in silver are practically 
scaled one-half.’ This is an error founded 
on the be@ief that in Mexico the d 
in the price of silver has o te 
down debts and incomes. it ignores the 
fact thet Mexico is on a silver basis, and 
that, therefore, the depreciation in the gold 
price of that metal has not affected that 
country at all, except in relation to its for. 
eign indebtedness and: trade. It would be 
the same in the United States if this coun- 
basis. It is 
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reduce this country to a silver basis, and 
their foliowers accept it as true that that 
would be a calamity of the direst kind. 
As a matter of fact, however, there are 
many arguments in favor of the proposition 
that it would be good for the United States 
if it were on a silver basis. It would com- 
mand as ageinst gold standard countries 
the trade of nations which recognize silver, 
and they embrace a great deal more than 
haif the population*of the globe.” 

This aptly states the true condition of 
silver in Mexico. The suggestions made, 
however, as to the result should the United 


party 


States be placed upon a silver basis are 
interesting only as a theory bearing upon 
the ability of this country to easily and 
safely maintain bimetaillism. 

This country wants neither gold nor sil- 
ver monometallism. It wants both metals 
at their time honored status and relation 
to each other in the currency of the coun- 
try. The demand of the American people 
for bimetallism is becoming so loud that 
no political party which has any hope of 
success will dare to openly antagonize it. 
The silver sentiment has assumed the full 
proportions of a ground swell. 

The situation in Mexico is a good object 
lesson if one were needed to rebuke gold 
monometallism in this country.

NORTH CAROLINA’S POPULISTS) 


Qualifications Are Prescribed 
Those Who Wish to Vote. 
Raleigh, N. C., June 21.—(Special.)—Marion 
Butler, president of the National Farmers’ 
Alllance, presided at the meeting of the 
populists’ state executive committee here 
today. The plan of organization was re- 
vised. A new feature is the system of 
election of committees, each set of commit- 
teemen electing the one next higher. 

The basis of representation of state con- 
ventions is made one to each fifty votes 
cast two years ago, and two delegates at 
large from each county. The committee 
prescribed qualifications for elegibility to 
primaries. These are of interest, and, as 
Butler says, they outline the platform the 
will adopt. 

They are as follows: * 

Those who oppose the present financial 
system of democratic and republican par- 
ties, who favor free and unlinrited coinage 
of silver sixteen to one, who favor the 
further increase of currency with legal 
tender money of banking corporations, thuse 
who oppose having the executive and legis- 
lative departments controlled and domi- 
nated by trusts, monopolies and combines; 
those who oppose the present democratic 
election methods in North Carolina, by 
which many citizens are disfranchised, and 
the votes of many after being cast are 
thrown away or miscounted; those who 
favor more economical administration of 
the government, county, state and na- 
tional, and who are willing to co-operate 
with the people’s party to secure those 
reforms, are entitled to and are invited 
to participate in ail primaries. 

The committee called a-state convention 
at Raleigh for August ist. It invited Sen- 
ator Stewart and ex-Congressman Tom 
Vatson to attend and make public ad- 
dresses. The matter of fusion with re- 
publicans was ‘discussed, but no action 
was taken. President Butler says the state 
convention will not act on the fusion ques- 
tion, so far as making any recommenda- 
tions.

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COLONEL POWERS BURIED. 


His Funeral Largely Attended by As- 
sociates and Old Friends. 

Macon, Ga., June 21.—(Special)—The fu- 
neral services of Colonel Virgil Powers 
were held this afterndon at 5 o’clock from 
the First Baptist church. A iarge congre- 
gation of mourners were present. The ser- 
vices were exceedingly impressive and were 
conducted by Rev. Dr. Taylor, pastor of 
the church, and Rev. Dr. John J. Brantly, 
formerly a protessor in Mercer university. 
Dr. Brantly read scripture. Dr. ‘Layior 
read hymns, offered prayer and pronounced 
a beautiful, pathetic and appropriate eu- 
Jogy on the life and character of the de- 
ceased. His remarks were founded on the 
scriptural words, “‘Clean hands and a pure 
heart.”” Dr. Taylor illustrated how Colonel 
Powers had served in all of his public posi- 
tions with “clean hands,’ that no man 
could question his integrity and no suspic- 
ion could be cast on a single act of the de- 
ceased.

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A MURDER DISCOVERED. 


Twe Women Find a Body Hid Away. 
No Clues Obtained, 


Rome, Ga., June 21.—(Special.)—T wo negro 
women out blackberry hunting discovered 
& sensation at Seney, in thé edge of Floyd 
county, yesterday afternoon. They. were 
picking berries a few hundred yards from 
the town when a heavy shower came up 
and they ran to an old deserted house for 
protection.

They Turn a Switech—An Engineer 
Fatally Injured. 

Augusta, Ga., June 21.—(Special.)—A se- 
rious wreck occurred on the Augusta branch 
of the Central road this morning.

Some 
scoundrel broke the lock and placed the 
switch in a condition to cause a wreck.

Salem Dutcher’s Meeting Captured and 
Ran by the Opposition. 


PLENTY OF FUN FOR THE CROWD. 


Major Cumming and Boykin Wright Speak 
and the Action of the Mass Mect- 
ing Is Endorssd. 


Augusta, Ga., June 21.—(Special.)—The 
mass meeting of dissatisficd democrats 
called tonight by Salem Dutcher and four 
others was a farce in results, but was 
noisy and boisterous. About 200 were pres- 
ent, including a score of third partyites, 
who were on ‘the Dutcher side, gnd 500 who 
favored the action already of a by the 
organized democracy. 

The majority elected T. W. Alexander 
chairman. A constable, named Ed Bennett, 


who wag favorable to Mr. «Dutcher, said 
something about the crowd stealing their 
meeting and rushed upon the stand. For 
ten minutes confusion reigned. 

Hon. Joseph B. Cumming was finally 
recognized by the chairman, and spoke for 
half am hour in defense of the action al- 
ready taken by the party. He was con- 
stantly interrupted and hooted at by the 
Dutcher contingent. He finally introduced 
resolutions in which the action already 
taken by the regular mass meeting was 
endorsed. 

Mr. Dutcher was then given a quiet hear- 
ing by the crowd. He said it was impossi- 
ble for them to take the action they had 
contemplated, and they would hold a sub- 
sequent meeting which would be called in 
due time. The Cumming resolutions were 
adopted. A division of the crowd being 
made to opposite sides of the room, showed 
the audience two or three to one against 
Mr. Dutcher. 

Boykin Wright made a telling speech, 
which contrasted the treatment of Major 
Cumming by the Dutcher crowd and the 
respectful hearing which had been accord- 
ed to Mr. Dutcher by Cumming’s friends. 

After the meeting adjourned, Mr. Dutch- 
er called on his crowd to remain and tran- 
sact the business for which they were 
called. The whole crowd remained, and in 
a few minutes Mr. Dutcher declared the 
meeting adjourned, subject to a future 
call. One of the nominees for the legisla- 
ture, Mr. Fogarty, and one of the Dutcher 
party, named Henry Keesell, a printer, 
came to blows after the adjournment, but 
were seperated before anybody was hurt. 

The Dutcher Resolutions, 

The following are the resolutions which 
Mr. Dutcher intended to have passed: 

“Whereas, There are doubts upon the 
minds of many good democrats as to 
whether the last two mass meetings of 
the democrats of Richmond county were 
regular, owing to the manner in which 
the calls for the meetings were issued; 
and, whereas, the time selected for the 
meetings had the effect of preyenting tie 
attendance of many members of the party; 
therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That we protest against the 
hours selected* for those meetings as un- 
fuir 4nd unjust to the masses of the Rich- 
mond county democracy, and we hereby 
announce that in future we will not hold 
ourselves bound by the action of any so- 
called democratic mass meeting in Rich- 
mond county which is summoned to meet 
at any time other than after the working 
hours are ended. 

“Resolved, second, That, while protesting 
against the time at which those meetings 
were held we perceive the-imporiance of 
keeping our ranks undivided upon the eve 
of an important political contest, and we 
therefore ratify, adopt and confirm the 
action ‘of both of said meetings, so far as 
relates to state and county affairs, with 
the following modifications and upon the 
following conditions: 

“First, That the present democratic ex- 
ecutive committee of this county be doubled 
in number, and that the callers of this 
meeting name such additional members; 
the president and secretary of said commit- 
tee to remain as now elected. 

“Second, That the gubernatorial delega- 
tion be doubled in numbers, such additional 
members to be named by said callers and 
said joint delegation be instructed to cast 
the vote of Richmond for General Evans, 
and if he is not an available candidate be- 
fore the convention, to cast Richmond’s 
vote for Mr. Atkinson. 

“Third, That a primary election be held 
at a time, to be appointed by the execu- 
tive committee as above enlarged, for the 
choice of a State senator and two members 
of the ‘house from this county, we hereby 
ratifying and confirming the nomination of 
lion. William H. Fleming, sending him 
our sympathy in his recent terrible mis- 
fortune and our admiration for the maniv 
fortitude with which he has sustained the 
same.”’

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Correcting a False Impression. 

The Baltimore Sun and the Utica, N. 
Y., Obseryer are among the most en- 
thusiastic defenders of President Cleve- 
land and the general policy of his ad- 
ministration to be found in the ranks of 
the democratic newspapers. They have 
been for Mr. Cleveland by day and by 
night, in season and out of season, 
through hot and cold, rain and shine. 

Both of these two estimable demo- 
cratic newspapers deal editorially with 
the resolutions of the recent Fulton 
county democratic mass meeting, which, 
by the way, was one of the most repre- 
sentative gatherings ever held in Fulton 
county. 

The Sun ridicules the idea that the res- 
olutions adopted are anything but dem- 
ocratic to the core. It calls attention 
to the fact that they “commend in the 
heartiest manner ‘the wisdom, patriot- 
ism and courage of President Cleveland,’ 
and express strong confidence ‘in the 
integrity of purpose on the part of his 
administration.’ ” The Sun sees nothing 
wrong in the demand that the demo- 
cratic administration carry out the 
pledges. of the democratic platform, nor 
does it see how such a demand can in 
any wise, be considered as “an attack 
on the administration.” Yet these reso- 
lutions were so declared to,be, not only 
by the editor of The Journal, but the 
meeting itself was vigorously attacked 
by our esteemed but soreheaded contem- 
porary for having passed such resolu- 
tions. The Sun, which is Mr. Cleveland’s 
most enthusiastic supporter among the 
Maryland newspapers, hails the adop- 
tion of the resolutions “as an indication 
of democratic sentiment in the south, 
which is in the highest degree signifi- 
cant,” and in conclusion says: 3 

What the people want is what the Chi- 
cago platform promised, not the bastard 
offspring of secret conferences between 
democratic compromisers and the represen- 
tatives of protected monopolies. Georgia 
democrats are keeping step with the dem- 
ocrats in all other parts of the country, 
and democratic senators would do well 
to fail into line. 

The Utica Observer is the president’s 
personal champion in Utica. The Her- 
ald, an extreme republican paper, pub- 
lished in that city, being, no doubt, mis- 
guided by the unfortunate and inexpli- 
cable attitude of The Journal’s editor, 
and The Journal’s editorials in refer- 
ence to the Atlanta mass meeting, an- 
nounced with every apparent evidence 
of delight that the administration had 
been rebuked in Atlanta. Of course, 
such ¢-comment from a republican news- 
' paper was entirely reasonable after the 
example set by our democratic after- 
noon contemporary. The Utica repub- 
lican editor no doubt concluded that as 
The Journal, which presumes to speak 
for Mr. Cleveland in Georgia, had de- 
nounced the resolutions as adopted as 
an attack on the administration, it could 
with safety do the same thing. 

Mr. Cleveland’s personal organ in 
Utica, The Observer, indignantly re 
sents the conclusion of its republican 
rontemporary, as follows: 

The evidence that republican editors have 
Bome corstitutional defect which makes it 
impossible to write the truth crops out with 
painful frequency. The latest monstrous 
misrepresentation is in reference to a dem- 
ocratic gathering in Georgia, at which reso- 
lutions were adopted. It is represented by 
The Utica Herald that the meeting was 
packed by anti-administration men, and 
that the resolutions were a condemnation 
of the president. * * * 

It is difficult to conceive of resolutions 
giving stronger endorsement to the presi- 
dent. His leadership of the party is des 
clared to be glorious, and the Georgia dem- 
pcrats express confidence in his wisdom, 
patriotism and courage, and his integrity of 
purpose. Where is the condemnation? How 
could resolutions such as those be inter- 
preted as condemnation by a sane and hon- 
est mind? We leave the problem to the 
public, with the suggestion that as much 
charity as possible be thrown over the un- 
fortunate mania for  misrepresentation 
which has overtaken some of our repubii- 
can brethren. 

The Observer is quite right. A dis- 
cerning public has long since decided 
that the republican effort to make it ap- 
pear that an endorsement of the demo 
cratic platform is an attack on the ad- 
ministration is not only willful, but ma- 
licious. The strangest feature of the 
whole thing is that a democratic news- 
paper can be found to lend color to such 


a@ republican argument. 


Gold and the Paper Currency. 
Rhodes’s Journal of Banking, which 
Probably understands the situation 
pretty well from the inside, says that 
““those who draw gold from this coun- 
try do not desire to cause any panic or 
Cessation of payments here;:” that “they 
lo not desire to kill the goose that lays 
the golden egg. Probably, when the 
Supply in the treasury approaches the 
po ons point, exportations will stop un- 
ets © secretary of the treasury can is- 
amen tt = bonds and replenish 
| process will go on 
_ Without end unless the revenues shall 
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 tergely increase, or until some of the 

paper currency for which this govern- 
ment is responsible is permanently re- 
duced to something like what is fe- 
quired by the wants of business.” 

The Journal of Banking bas a plan 
for settling things. It says that per- 
haps the best thing congress could do 
would be to authorize an issue of bonds 
to fund the treasury notes outstanding, 
or, to put the proposition in another 
shape, authorize the issue of bonds to 
keep up the gold reserve, coupling the 
issue with the requirement that both 
the treasury and United States notes 
shall be eanceled as they are redeemed. 

These suggestions belong to the scheme 
that The Constitution put its finger on 
several weeks ago before it had been 
fairly hatched in Wall street, or, to be 
more exact, about the time the egg was 
laid. The scheme is not one-to make 
charges about. It grows naturglly out 
of the single gold standard, and is one 
of the brood of inevitable evils that be- 
long to the effort to place the currency, 
the business and the prosperity of this 
country on the depreciated level of the 
gold monometallism of Furope. 

The people of Georgia—indeed, the 
people of the whole country—should 
bear in mind the responsibility they as- 
sume when they undertake to endorse, 
at the dictation of selfish politicians, 
financial views opposed to those that are’ 
laid down in the Chicago platform. 
They are simply strengthening the 
chains that have already been placed on 
their limbs by the gold trust, and are 
giving wings to all the elements of po- 
litical discord. It is better that 
a few selfish politicians should 
be humiliated than that the people 
should be led to approve the wreck and 
ruin of their prosperity; better that the 
party should be sirengthened and har- 
monized than that the seeds of rank dis- 
cord should be sown in the organization. 

It ought to be obvious to any man who 
ean put two and two together and un- 
derstand the result that if we are to 
have the single gold standard—that is 
to say, if all our currency is to be re- 
deemable in gold at the option of the 
note holder—it cannot be kept at par 
unless the volume of it is made to fit the 
amount of gold that is available for its 
redemption. It must be admitted, there- 
fore, that the scheme to retire a large 
part of our treasury notes is based on 
reason and common sense, It is the nat- 
ural and inevitable result of the wiping 
out of silver as a part of the money of 
final payment. If the single gold stand- 
ard that was established by congress 
to substitute platform legislation for 
the Sherman law is to be upheld and 
maintained, then it is not to be denied 
that a good many millions of our paper 
currency will have to be retired in order 
to bring about a just and. an even bal- 
anee between the gold that is available 
for the treasury and the money that is 
to be redeemed by it. 

The Constitution is of the opinion that 
a premium of 3 to 5 per cent on gold 
would be the greatest national blessing 
that could possibly come to the people 
at this time. Money would at once be- 
gin to flow outinto the old channels of 
trade and busjness, and the industrial 
energies of the country would be revived 
and renewed almost immediately. Why? 
Beeause those who are now hoarding 
money because prices are falling and 
values shrinking would hasten to invest 
in productive enterprises for fear their 
money would depreciate on their hands. 

But there are a great many people— 
those who do not put themselves ta, the 
trouble of thinking’.seriously—or who 
do not take time to study the history of 
the suspension of specie payments in 
this country after the war—who believe 
that a premium on gold would be a ¢a- 
lamity. This is the reason the great 
bankers are inclined to “view 
with alarm” the outflow of gold 
at this time. If we ‘are to 
maintain gold payments, the  out- 
flow of gold is certainly serious, for 
every dollar that goes out widens the 
margin between gold and paper, and the 
efforts of the treasury department to 
maintain parity between gold and the 
balance of our currency must result in 
large additions to the national debt, and, 
consequently, large additions, in the 
shape of interest charges, to the taxes 
the people have to pay. 

The remedy.is with the people. Let 
them pledge all the candidates that come 
before them pleading for office to the 
free coinage of both gold and silver. 


The Way to Look at It, 

The Indianapolis Journal makes the 
point that as Georgia made no appropri- 
ation for a state exhibit at the world’s 
fair there is no reason why ¢ongress 
should make an appropriation for the 
Atlanta exposition. 

The Washington Post thinks that The 
Journal takes a narrow view of the ques- 
tion, and sees no analogy between its 
premises and conclusions. The Post 
argues that if peculiar conditions then 
existing in Georgia caused the state to 
miss the opportunity of being properly 
represented at Chicago that fact makes 
it all the more important to aid the At- 
lanta enterprise, although it is a mis- 
take to assmue that the especial benefit 
of Georgia is the main object in view. 
Our contemporary. says: 

The reason that congress is asked for an 
appropriation to the exposition is that it 
may thereby be given greater dignity, im- 
portance and influence, and a national char- 


acter, lifting it above the circumscribed 
limits of a merely local exhibition. 


tion is desired, but for the south, for the

These journals 
understand and appreciate the main ob- 
ject of our proposed commercial and in- 
dustrial reunion, and they recognize its 
international scope and clearly see why 
it should have the national stamp of the 
government’s endorsement. The $200,- 
000 appropriation asked for is a mere 
trifle. What is really wanted is the au- 
thoritative ‘sanction of the government 
in a shape that will favorably impress 
the Spanish-American countries and in- 
duce them to take an active ,part in a 
movement which is intended to extend 
our trade among them. This is the rea- 
son why a government appropriation is 
asked for. 


The Supreme Court and State Banks. 

The Richmond Dispatch sticks to its 
opinion that the state bank tax ,is con- 
stitutional, and in support of its posi- 
tion quotes the following language of 
the federal supreme court: 

Having thus in the exercise of undisputed 
constitutional powers undertaken to pro- 
vide a currency for the whole country, it 
cannot be questioned that congress may, 
constitutionally, secure the benefit of it to 
the people by appropriate legislation. To 
this end congress has denied the quality 
of legal tender to foreign coins and has 
provided by law against the imposition of 
counterfeit and base coin on the communi- 
ty. To the same end, congress may re- 
Strain, by suitable enactments, the circu- 
lation as money of any notes not issued 
under its own authority.: Without this pow- 
er, indeed, its attempts to secure a sound 
and uniform currency for the country must 
be futile. 

It is true that the court held the tax 
to be constitutional, but it was a war- 
time ruling, and the court was divided. 
In view of the fact that many able law- 
yers, north and south, hold that the tax 
is unconstitutional there is good reason 
to believe that the supreme court would 
now reverse its old war-time decision 
if a test case came before it. When the 
court decided in favor of the tax the 
safety.of the republic, perhaps, required 
a stretch of power on the part of the 
government in behalf of the national 
but no such necessity can be 
pleaded under our present conditions. 

Supreme court decisions are some- 
times reviewed and reversed, and it is 
probable that the one in question would 
share that fate if a chartered state bank 
of issue should now afford an opportu- 
nity for another ruling.

More Silver Needetl. 

The New York Recorder says that all 
over the country there is a general cry 
for small bills and fractional currency 
which are not to be had. The difficulty 
of making change is a serious one in the 
northern cities. It says: 

People pull out a ten or twenty dollar 
bill in the stores with trepidation, and 
tradesmen see such bil!s with terror. The 
larger stores make special provision to ac- 
commodate their customers, but even they 
often have difficulty to get all the small 
bills and change they need. 

Out from the center of the city a little 
way, “making change” is the bugbear of all 
business and travel. 

The conductors on the cars glower at you, 
half in anger. half in grief, if you tender 
them a bill. Often enough, if you have no 
small change and hand a conductor a bill, 
he will have to go over the car and beg 
change, and then, failing to get it, stop 
some other car and levy contribution upon 
another conductor. 

This makes it plain that we need more 
silver and plenty of it. Silver is the 
people’s money, and it is impossible for 
68,000,000 people to make their daily 
trades and exchanges unless they have 
an immense per capita circulation of 
silver dollars and smaller coins. If we 
should coin enough silver to amount to 
$25 per capita, exclusive of our other 
currency, it would rush through the 
channels of trade and there would be no 
complaint of too much money. If we 
do not speedily come to the coinage of 
silver as pledged in the platform we 
mi&iy expect to see a small premium on 
the silver coin now in circulation. The 
retail merchants and wage workers can- 
not get along without an abundant sup- 
ply of it. They cannot do business when 
small change is scarce.

years $600,000,000 as pensions to the federal 
government? Notwithsanding such enor- 
mous drains upon these prostrate and en- 
feebled states. the soldier-farmer.of 1865 
made a crop twenty years later amounting 
to the munificent sum of $800,000,000. These 
battle-scarred veterans plowed like they 
shot, and made the fields—baptized by their 
blossom like the flowers of 


spring.”’ 


A great deal has been written recently 
about the cavaliefs of the south and the 
puritans of the north, but The New York 
Sun believes that the puritan spirit of the 
country at the present time is almost wholly 
represented by the southern people and in 
support of this view says: ‘Puritanism has 
been losing its force in all the northern 
states during the last fifty years, under the 
influence of the vast immigration whose 
religious sentiment and national habits and 
traditions are opposed to the asceticism it 
inculcates; but in the south it is now 
almost as powerful as ever. It has receiv- 
ed only an insignificant part of the 15,000,000 
of immigrants who have come to this coun- 
try during the last fifty years, the most of 
them far removed from the puritanic spirit, 
who, with their descendants, now make up 
about one-half of the northern population,

Sistent puritan than Stonewall Jackson 
never lived. If ever the spirit of devotion 
to strict and severe and austere religious 
obligation was manifested in its heroic full- 
ness and its deepest intensity, it animated 
the course of Stonewall Jackson as a south- 
ern soldier and ardent patriot, convinced 
that he was fighting the battles of the tvord 
in fighting against the north and the union.” 


THE SUGAR TRUST. 


New York World: The facts thus far 
brought out in the sugar scandal investiga- 
tion constitute a shameful chapter in the 
history of our politics. They show the su- 
gar trust as a corrupter of both parties, and 
they demonstrate the power of money in 
congress, Whether the majority is demo- 
cratic or republican. It is the duty of the 
president and the secretary of the treasucy 
to reverse their positions.

The executive committee held a highly 
important meeting, which resulted in the 
adoption of the plans for the grounds as 
reported from the committee on buildings 
and grounds. This is a very important 
step forward, for it means that as soon 
ag some details are worked out a force 
of men will be put at work on the grounds. 

Then things will boom. 

The Loulsinna Action. 

The news which came from Baten Rouge 
was such as to inspire and make happy 
every friend of the exposition movement. 

The people of New Orleans and of Louis- 
jana have all along shown the liveliest 
appreciation of the exposition and all that 
it means to the state as well as to every 
ether state of the south. The great bene- 
fits of their own exposition will be, in 
their opinion, eclipsed by the benefits from 
this one, which will bring the countries 
south of us in closer relationship with our 
own southern states, and naturally the 
people of Louisiana have all along strongiy 
favored the enterprise. A few days ago Di- 
rector General Palmer went to New Or- 
leans and there was joined by President 
Labouise. The two went on to Baton 
Rouge, where the legislature was in ses- 
sion and yesterday brought the following 
telegram, which told of the results of their 
visit:

Edwin Harcourt, the Actor, Goes te the 
Pen for a Year, 


HE WAS ORESSED LIKE A PRINCE 


And His Appearance Was Much the Same 
as He Presented on the Rialto—He Goes 
tothe Tailoring Department. 


Edwin Harcourt, young, handsome, at one 
time leading man for Robert Downing and 
a fine-looking actor about whom women 
raved, begun a one year’s sentence in the 
pen at the Chattahoochee River Brick Com- 
pany’s convict camp yesterday. , 

The Rialto has never had a more striking 
or fashionable habitue than Harcourt, and 
the Georgia penitentiary has never, in the 
history of the state, had sucha heavy swell 
as an inmate. 

Lord Beresford has been looked upon as 
the representative of swelldom and aes- 
theticism in the Georgia convict camps, but 
he has been_robbed of that distinction by 
the handsome young actor who has just 
entered retirement. 

Harcourt is the gay young actor who was 
Sent up from Columbus for carrying off 
some valuable diamonds belonging to a well 
known young society woman of that city. 
He happened into Columbus with a theat- 
rical company with which he was traveling, 
and taking a fancy to the city he decided 
to reinain there, 

‘His appearance and high recommen‘ations 
secured him admittance into the best circles 
of the city. He made many friends among 
the young people of the city, and for a 
time was lionized. 

He left the city suddenly and #hen ques- 
tion was raised as to where he had gone, it 
was found that he had carried off some val- 
uable diamonds. The police wére put on his 
track, and he was located in Memphis and 
arrested. He was identified there by a 
Columbus man who pointed him out to the 
police authorities. 

He was carried back to Columbus and 
tried without much delay, and given one 
year. He was brought up from Columbus 
by Transfer Guard Gus Starnes, and car- 
ried out to the convict camp at the river. 

No convict ever went to his fate with a 
braver front’ than Harcourt. Before l-_av- 
ing Columbus he dressed in his customary 
immaculate style and presented the appear- 
ance of a society man going out to some so- 
cial function, rather than of a man going 
into prison to do hard labr. 

He wore a neatly brushed silk hat, a long- 
tailed coat of the latest cut, and other arti- 
cles pertaining to the attire of a fastidious 
fashionable. Although he was in the sociesy 
of two negro convicts, he traveled in the 
best of style. He carried along a valise 
filled with all the accessories of a gentle- 
man’s traveling case. 

While waiting for the electric car at the 
corner of Walton and Forsyth streets, Har- 
court attracted a curious group, who watch- 
ed him with a morbid interest until the car 
pulled out for the river. 

He was extremely cool, and when the con- 
vict camp was reached, he opened hits vaiise 
and had one of the negro convicts to brush 
him off. He immediately doffed his stylish 
attire and donned the regulation stripes 
without a single murmur as to the disagree- 
ableness of such a change. 

Hé was assigned to the tailoring depart- 
ment, and will spend the ensuing year mak- 
ing zebra uniforms for the convicts. He has 
had previous experience in this line, and 
will have little trouble in getting along. He 
was quite sick yesterday afternoon and was 
unable to do much work. 

A great deal of sympathy is felt for him 
and he will be treated with as muth ccn- 
sideration as possible. His break at (_olum- 
bus was the first one he has ever made ofa 
criminal nature, and his actor friends in 
Inew York have been active in thir «ff rt? 
to. help him. 


A TRUE BILL FOUND.

AUSPICIOUS OPENING. 


The First Nignt of Chantanqua a Splen- 
did Success. 


GOVERNOR NORTHEN'S REMARKS 


The Chautauqua Chorus Scores a 
Magnificent Hit. 


SELECTION FROM “IL TROVATORE” SUNG. 


Mr. Knight’s Eloquent Effort on “Our 
Chautauqua’’—The Audience Highly 
Satisfactory—Today’s Programme. 


Last night witnessed the auspicious open- 
mg of the second annual session of the At- 
lanta chautauqua assembly at Ponce de 
Leon. 

But for one thing the evening would have 
been a perfect success, and that was the 
rain, which, doubtless, kept more than half 
the people, who would have otherwise gone, 
at home. 

But even as it was the amphitheater was 
about half-filled with a crowd that would 
have seemed very large in any other place. 
And taking into consideration that this 
Was a pay night while last year’s opening 
night was free, and the bad weather, the 
audience showed a growing appreciation of 
the chautauqua. 

Everything is in trim for a most success- 
ful The large amphitheater is 
well seated and covered with a tent, and, 
With various accessory buildings, is en- 
closed with a high fence. The location, 
though easily accessible to the city, is one 
of the @oolest places to be found anywhere, 
and of itself -has many attractions. 

The evening was begun by an overture 
from the band. lyr. Williamson, the plat- 
form director, then stepped forward and, af- 
ter announcing that Virginia’s college had 
honored itself in honoring Georgia’s well- 
loved governor with a degree, introduced 
*“Dr.’’ Northen to make the opening speech. 

“Dr.’” Northen came forward amid great 
@heering and spoke as follows: 

The Governor's Speech, 


“One year ago a few public spirited citi- 
zens, relying on Atlanta’s well-known ap- 
preciation of all advantages, determined to 
present a series of chautauqua entertain- 
ments. They met with so much success 
that they determined to give a_ second, 
which I now have the pleasure of declaring 
opened. When this series also has proved 
a@ success, I shall have the pleasure of an- 
nouncing that the chautauqua assembly 
here will be a permanent thing. 

“Atlanta has always been noted for her 
appreciation of every opportunity for cul- 
ture, any worthy literary or musical feat- 
ure. Such has been the character of her 
people. In 1865 they returned to the city, 
with others, from all over the state, to the 
number of about 3,000. For the first decade 
they gave in less than $20,000,000 worth of 
property, and paid about $100,000 annually to 
the state. In 1885 they returned property 
valued at $32,000,000 and paid $104,000 state 
taxes. Now, in 1893, less than a decade, 
they return $59,000,000 property, and pay 
$283,000 taxes. So much for material enter- 
prise. But what else? Atlanta has built 
and supports 100 churches. It has ex- 
pended $244:000 for schoolhouses, and spends 
annually $165,000 to support them. Is that 
all? Out of the 137 counties in the state 
there are forty-six who take from the state 
treasury for school purposes more than all 
they pay into it. They take out from 
“$1,000 to $2,000 more, one getting back $4,134 
more. Atlanta and Fulton county pay to 
the state $282,000, the county getting back 
$11,000 and the city $28,000. Thus Fulton 
county contributes to the school fund and 
general government of the state $213,000 more 
than it gets back. Now, my hearers, let 
us not call this ‘wicked Atlanta’ any more, 
but noble Atlanta, coming to the assistance 
of the state as she does, and supporting 
every worthy charitable object, and patron- 
izing all such literary treats and opportuni- 
ties for culture as this chautauqua. 

Mr. Knight Introduced. 

“I will now introduce a young man who 
has the highest character, one who, though 
born and brought up here, all Atlanta ought 
to be proud of for his character, ability and 
eloquence. I will introduce the orator of 
the occasion, Mr. L. L. Knight.’ 

His speech was appropriate to the occa- 
sion, and was replete with brilliant 
thoughts, .gracefully expressed and elo- 
quently delivered. He was enthusiasticaliy 
cheered throughout, especially his reference 
to the well-deserved tribute of fhe governor, 
his tribute to his native place and his re- 
marks on the benefits of the chautauqua. 
Below we give the speech in detail: 

Mr. Knight’s Address. 


In opening his remarks, Mr. Knight said 
that he felt flattered to follow in the wake 
of our distinguished governor, and spoke 
highly of the governor’s efforts in behalf 
of the chautauqua. 

He said that this wonderful decade, which 
fs now approaching its meridian, is colored 
by the magical and mystic glamour born 
of the meeting of two centuries. Where, 
in all the range of human vision, has a 
single century compassed such a vast- per- 
formance as the nineteenth? Steam and 
electricity have annihilated space, and un- 
der the waves of the ocean, the cables 
have knit the continents together. 

“And yet,” said he, ‘‘the century, whose 
light is fading in the valley, is.but a song 
compared with the unwritten century whose 
dawn is kindling on the mountains! I be- 
hold in the century advancing the domi- 
nating force of the chautauqua. I see it 
belt the globe, routing ignorance from 
every stronghold of retreat; lifting every 
veil of superstition; invading every temple 
of idolatry; purifying every phase of social 
and domestic life; recalling evegy mission- 
ary from abroad, and working out the 
giorious purpose uniil Truth shall smile 
upon the nations like the dawning of the 
day, and humanity, advancing in the lines 
of peace and brotherhood, shall travel on 
@nd on like the drifting of the stars! 

“Sir, what is the chautauqua? The chau- 
tauqua is a school of ideas; it means the 
uplifting of the masses, and it comprehends 
the good of all. It appeals to no sectional 
animosity; it arouses no party spirit; it 
engenders no discord. But, under the ban- 
ner of conunon purpose, inspired by the 
motto of a glorious mission, it seeks to 
broaden the survey of patriotism: to purify 
the motives of ambition; to eliminate from 
public issues the contaminating infiuence 
of the politician; to scatter abroad the 
seeds of culture, and to make the state 
indeed a conBnonwealth, as glorious in its 
garnered wisdom as in the splendor of its 
past, and as radiant in the glow of ideas 
as in the deeds of valor and of knight- 
hood which have starred the annals of ner 
crimson chivalry! 

“I am glad, Mr. President, that you have 
planted the chautauqua in Georgia's capital 
city. I love Atlanta. Here my heart began 
to beat, and here it shall cease its throb- 
bing. Among these groves I have often 
wandered, d in the

NINE WERE HANGED. 


Record of a Trial in Wilkes County, 
Georgia, in 1779. 


A SCRAP OF COLONIAL HISTORY. 


Nine Men Who Took Sides with the 
British Against Their Country 
Summarily Putto Death. 
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From The Memphis Commercial. 

The stress of war and village has its ef- 
fect on courts of justice, and the records 
of a trial in Wilkes county, Georgia, in 
1779, is a curious reminiscence of the crude 
justice of those days. At that time 5Ba- 
Vannah was iu the inands of the british, 
and raiding parties of tories and indians 
distressed the interior counties as far up as 
Augusta. Smarting under the depredations 
of the raiders and incensed by the murder- 
o's onslaught of the Creek Indians, tne 
people have a short shift to the murderers 
when caught, 

But even in those pioneer settiements 
the dignity of law was respected and of- 
fenders were tried with due formelity and 
ceremony. Lut however dignified and sol- 
emn the preceedings, they were simple, 
direct and speedy. Nine persons who were 
sentenced the last week of August were 
faanged on the 3d and 6th of September. 
The charge against most of them was trea- 
sou, and against some murder, whe 
against others it was horse stealing, “hog 
stealing’’ and murder. 

C. E. Smith; of Washington, wiikes 
county, Georgia, sends The Commercial a 
manuscript of the records of ihe tlial, with 
some interesting explanatory remarks. He 
writes: “‘The minute book is in a fair 
state of preservation. The paper is about 
such as was used in the south during the 
late war, and the book is bound in untan- 
ned hog skin.’’ 

The proceedings of this court, which in 
these days tried, convicted and sentenced 
to death nine tories, began on the 25th day 
of August, 1779, at the house ot Jacob Mc- 
Lendon, in Wilkes county, about thirteen 
miles from Heard’s Fort, now Washing- 
ton. Mr. Smith says that the council naa 
field from Augusta and established tne 
state government for a snort time in 
Wilkes county, apout six miles orth or 
the site of Washington, and that Stephen 
Heard, mentioned as foreman of the giana 
jury, was president of the executive coun- 
cil of the state. 

The court was held by the Hon. Williams 
Downs, Benjarnin Catchings and Absaliem 
Bedell, assistant judges of the county atore- 
said. 

After appointing Henry Manaane clerk, 
Joseph Scott Riden sheriff, and John Wooly 
state’s attorney, the court adjourned wil 
the next day, Thursday, when eon recon- 
vening at an early hour it ordered eignt 
esquires and eight gentlemen, besides the 
foreman, tg be sworn in.as gran@ jurors. 
The list includes George Walton, a signer 
of the declaration of :ndependence, anda 
Stephen Heard, the chief executive of tne 
state. Here it is in full:

After this William Harper was appointea 
deputy sheriff, and the court adjourned un- 
til 4 o’clock. 

In the afternoon the grand jury came in, 
heerd the charge of the court and retired. 
Then began the swearing of witnesses, 
and Charles Joraan, Drury itugers and Wil- 
liam Henderson were put under oath and 
sent before the yzrand iury as witnesses 
against Joshua Rials. John O'Neal, George 
Dooly and Robert Morgan were aisuv sworn 
ani directed to attend che grand jury as 
witnesses for the state against vames Mop- 
ley. The witnesses when referred to are 
called “‘evidences.”’ 

The grand jury did its work with dis- 
patch, and though the witnesses were not 
sworn until after 4 o’clock, two indict- 
ments were brought in the same afternoon. 
The indictments were against Joshua Rials 
and James Mobley, and the following copies 
Show the character of the predatory war- 
fare practiced by the British and Indians. 
The indictment against Joshua Rials was 
as follows: 

“State of Georgia vs. Joshua -Rials, for 
high treason against the state and acting 
in conjunction with Tate and the Creek In- 
dians. 

“We, the grand jury for the county of 
Wilkes, in the state aforesaid, on our 
Oaths, do present that Joshua Rials is 
guilty of high treason against this state, 
and that he did act in conjunction with 
Tate and the Creek Indians, was doing 
murder on the frontier of this county last 
March, it being contrary to all laws and 
good government of said state, and to the 
evil example of others. 

‘JOHN DOOLY, Attorney General. 

“Evidences in Lehalf of the state: 
Charles Jordan, Drury Rogers, William 
Henderson, Charles Jordin, Jr., and Abra- 
ham Till. 

“The grand jury says the above 
true bill. 

“STEPHEN HEARD, Foreman.” 

The indictment against James Mobley 
alleges treason, but is not specific as to the 
nature of the offense. Instead, it specifies 
horse and hog stealing and charges him 
with stealing a black horse, the property 
of John Garnett, in Richomnd county, and 
with stealing “fifty-seven head of hogs,” 
the property of Robert Morgan. 

In that case the “evidences” for the state 
were John O’Neal, George Dooley, Robert 
Morgan, John Leggett and Samuel Lamar. 

The prisoners were brought in, pleaded 
not guilty on the general issue, and were 
“sent to the guard from whence they 
came, to be brought to bar tomorrow morn- 
ing as soon as court sets.”’ 

The court met the next morning at 7 
o’clock and the following petit jurors were 


sworn: 

Holman Burman, William Butler, Jonn 
Burness, William Bonier, Henry Dukes. 
James White, Matthew Moor, William Dan- 
iel, Joseph Collins, Jacob McLendon, Jr., 
Mordica Moor, and Robert Hannah. 

James Mobley was tried and acquitted, 
but he was held by the court and on Sat- 
urday Attorney General John Dooly moved 
to try him again upon the ground that new 
evidence had been found against the pris- 
oner. On the second trial he was found 
guilty and hanged six days later. 

Josnua Rials was convicted on the first 
trial and so were seven others. In several 
cases the jury which found them guilty 
recommended them to mercy. but the court 
sentenced them all to be hanged, Mobley on 
the following Friday, September 3d, and 
the other eight on the 6th. 

John Anderson, charged with murder, was 
admitted to bail in the sum of £10,000. 

The nine prisoners sentenced to death 
and hanged within ten days were John 
Bennefield, James Mobley, Dread Wilder, 
Joshua Rials, Clement Yarbrough, Ed- 
mund Dormey, John Watkins, William 
Crutchfield and John Young. 

Mr. Smith writes of the trial: 

“Jacob McLendon’s house, where the trial 
took place, was about thirteen miles from 
Washington, which was then Known as 
Heard’s Fort. The McLendon house was 
in the southeastern part of the county, near 
Fishing creek, and about six miles east 
of Danburg. Washington had not then 
been settled or laid off, and the populous 
parts of the county were near the Broad 
and Savannah rivers. The county had nei- 
ther courthouse nor jail at the time of this 
trial, and the prisoners had to be guarded. 
It was for this reason, probably, that the 
prisoners were allowed such a short time 
in which to make their preparations for 
death, Every able-bodied man was 0 
tor the common defense, and the judge did 
not feel that they could waste the time 
of men who were willing to serve their 
country in guarding those who had sided 
with the British, tories and Indians, in mur- 
der, pillage and arson.

“Witnesses who were to testify before 
the grand jury were sworn in open court, 
and not by the foreman of the jury, ¢s it 
is done at this time. 

‘It will be noticed that half of the grand 
jurors are written by the clerk us ‘tS- 
quires’ and the other half as ‘gentlemen. 

‘‘Heavy bonds were required of prisoners 
who were not ready for trial. John An- 
derson was not ready for trial on a charge 
of murder, and was required to give a bond 
of £10,000—equal to about $50,0u0. 

“John Crutcfield, it seems, lodged a com- 
plaint before the grand jury against Cul- 
onels Dooly and Pickens for leading him 
into the British camp as a spy, but Jchn 
failed to make out his case. On the l4th 
of February of that year Clark, Dooly ind 
Pickens had fought and won the battle of 
iniellie creek, and had become so popular 
by reason of this important victory that 
nu jury could be found who would question 
any of their official actions. 

“It would be interesting to know why 
John Bernefield was executed three days 
befure the other eight, but the judges gave 
mo reason for it in passing the senien ces. 
The extreme simplicity of the proceedings 
is striking, and to a reader at this d‘stance 
the court seems to have been organized to 
convict. At the same time, August, 1/79, 
the outlook for the patriots was not very 
hopeful, and it is not to be wondered at 
that this court was ready to visit speedy 
punishment on all who aided the British. 
Altogether the record of this noted trial 
is something unique in the history of 
Georgia courts.”’ 

A curious feature of the proceedings was 
that the grand jury found as a grievance 
“the running at large’ of certain persons 
whom they suspected of giving aid and 
comfort to the British. 


TERRELL DENIES THE RIGHT. 


Fixing a Date for Election of Dele- 
gates Is a County Matter. 
Dawson, Ga., June 20.—(Special.)—At the 
recent democratic mass meeting held here 
the democrats of Terrell county, by reso- 
lution, denied the right of the congressional 
district committee to fix a day for the se- 
lection of delegates throughout the district. 
But for the sake of harmony it was agreed 
that Terrell should defer action until Au- 
gust 15th, the day suggested by the district 
committee. As previously stated in The 
Constitution, Juage James H. Guerry was 
endorsed. Major A. Bacon was en- 
dorsed for the United States senate and a 
resolution was adopted applauding the de- 
termination of the eleventh district demo- 
crats to return Hon, Henry G. Turner to 

the house. 

rhs es Griggs offered the following resolg@ 
tions: 

‘“‘Resolved, by the democratic party of 
Terrell county, in mass meeting assembled, 
nat we hereby renew our allegiance to 
the principles of the national democratic 
party, as expressed in the Chicago platform, 
and that we demand of the congress of the 
United States and the administration an 
early fulfillment of the pledges therein 
contained. 

‘“‘Resolved, That while we do not agree 
fully with the president in his financial 
views, we recognize in Mr. Cleveland a ca- 
pable, conscientious’ and fearless. leader, 
and hereby express our confidence in his 
integrity, honesty and patriotism.’’ 

In moving the adoption of these resoliy 
tions, Judge Griggs said he did not agree 
with Mr. Cleveland’s views on the finan- 
cial issues, and would not ask anybody 
to endorse them, but that the party ought 
to express confidence in him and demand 
that the platform be carried out. The reso- 
lutions were adopted.

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“WHO BS BEALL? 


He Was Not the New York~ Suicide, 
but Who Was He ? 


HE SAID HE WAS FROM ATLANTA. 


And Made Passionate Love to a Pretty 
Young Woman—The Unsolved Mys- 
tery of.the Suicide. 


The impetuous young Charlestonian, 
George W. MeCormick, who killed himself 
in a New York hotel last Sunday. night in 
the guise of an Ailanta man, is no longer 
a mystery, but he left a mystery behind 
him. 

It was not until twenty-four hours after 
McCormick killed himself that it was dis- 
covered that he was not an Atlanta man. 
He was on the register as S. J. Otey, of 
this city. 

The next morning a good locking woman, 
giving her name as Miss Louise Sanderson, 
identified the dead man as J. J. Beall, of 
Atianta, who had made passionate love to 
her. She told a romantic story about 
Seall’s courtship, and everything she said 
was accepted as true. Her story was not 
lacking in interesting details. 

She Said that she had first met Beall in 
Perth Amboy, N. J., to -which place -he 
went from Atlanta. He purchased a paper 
made love to Miss Sanderson. 
He was known to all Perth Amboy as an 
Atlanta man, and it was understood that 
he Had a mother living in this city. He 

i desperately in fove with Miss Sander- 

and swore that he wouid not live with- 
her. She rejected him, and to this 

:e -attributed his suicide. 

W hen the dead man was later identified 
as George W. McCormick, of Charleston, 

Miss Sanderson said that she had simply 
been mistaken, which she said at the first 
was quite possibile. 

But the discovery that Miss Sanderson 
was mistaken about the identity of* the 
dead -man did not weaken her story one 
bit. She still maintains that every point 
of it is true, and the officiels firmly be- 
lieve her. She is quiet, dignified and lady- 
like and there is no apparent cause why 
she should try to work off a ‘‘fake’’ on the 
pubiic.

question now arises, who is J. J. 
of Atlanta? All of the people of 
that name residing in Atlanta have been 
questioned about the man whose heart 
was won by Miss Sanderson, but none of 
tnem can give any information concerning 
him. The city directory contains no ac- 
count of him and not a person can be found 
that has any Knowledge of him. One 
theory is that he was not an Atlanta man 
at all, but merely represented himself as 
such in Perth Amboy. 

The true reason of McCormick's suicide 
has only deveioped in the last day or two. 
He was a prominent and rising young at- 
torney of Charleston, and a few weeks ago 
acted agent for Hion. Wheeier H. 
Peck in some important. rsilroad liti- 
gation in South Carloina. He took special 
pains to do his work well, hoping thereby 
to attract the atteniion of the eminent 
New York attorney and work himseif into 
a position in Mr. Peckham's law office in 
New York. He went to New York with 
that view about ten days ago, and failed. 

He was at the Hotel St. Denis up to 
Saturday, when he went to another hotel 
and regisiered ‘A. J. Otey, Atlanta, 
Ga.,”” under which name he chose to die. 

McCormick was a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Virgmia, and Mr. Peckham says 
he regarded nim as an exceptionally brii- 
liant attorney. His remains were buried 
in Richmond yesterday.
